942. The Social War. Coinage of the Marsic Confederation. C. 1884-S SEGS graded Mint State 64. Light, uneven golden rus- 
set and purple gray toning with minor luster breaks in the hair at 
the ear and some small abrasions and hairlines in the fields. For 
some reason, 1884-S hasn't the vibrant luster and freedom from 
marks as do the San Francisco Morgan Dollars struck from 1878 to 
1883. This has always been a problem with the grading services, 
and collectors frequently must wait for years before finding just the 
right coin. Also, there are a good many “slider” 1884-S dollars 
parading around as Mint States, which compounds the problem. 
Estimate: $10,000-$14.000

right, wreath behind / The Dioscuri on horseback riding away from one 
another. ae 4 (D3/R4); Sydenham 635. Heavily toned, near 
EF/EF. ($3000) 


The revolt against Rome of her Italian allies (socii, hence ‘Social War’) broke out 
toward the close of the year 91 BC and was the culmination of longstanding PAs 

ances occasioned by the Senate's inept handling of foreign relations. The Marsi 

were especially prominent in this movement, hence the name ‘Marsic 
Confederation’ which is often applied to the rebel state. The coinage of the Marsic 
Confederation is of great interest, consisting of silver denarii, some of which bear 
the names of the rebel generals. This exceptional specimen records a certain Gaius 
Paapius (Mutilus], consul of the rebel state and commander of the Samnite forces.

Beginner’s Luck or A Best Kept Secret? California Beaches. 


My wife Alice and I had been discussing renting a condominium in southern California because of the 
harsh winter around Salt Lake Valley this November. She called a lady, from whom we had rented a condo 
several years before, to inquire about the cost for one week. She was told that a two-bedroom condo a half 
block from the beach would be $650.00 for the week but if we rented it in January 2001, which is the off- 
season, we could have it for a month for $1,200.00. I remembered the temperature in southern California 
along the beach usually ranges from 50 to 65 degrees in the day and gets down to about 40 to 45 at night 
during January. I told my wife to make the arrangements to rent the condo. 


We arrived at the condo in Oceanside, California on Saturday, January 6, 2001 about 4:00pm and I 
immediately went down to the beach to look around and get a lay of the land/water. It had been stormy in 
southern California, the day was overcast and there were stiff winds blowing in off the ocean. As I 
surveyed the beach I noticed a man swinging a metal detector about two blocks down the beach to the 
south. I pondered whether or not to walk down the beach to where he was hunting and try to engage him in 
conversation about the principles of beach hunting. I know some people do not like to be bothered but I 
had never hunted a beach and would welcome any information I could get which would help me get started. 
I decided the worst that could happen is he would not give me the time of day but I could at least watch him 
for a while and maybe pick up some pointers that way. So, I headed down the beach toward him. 


When I got to within about 100 feet of him, I sat down on one of the large rocks lining the beach to watch 
him for a few minutes. He was in his mid 30’s, about 5’ 10”, slim but muscular build, and moving faster 
than any treasure hunter I had ever seen. He would walk rapidly down the beach in a weaving pattern 
between the surf and the rocks swinging his detector from side to side very rapidly. He would slow down 
and tighten his pattern if he dug a good target. I walked over closer to him after observing him for about 10 
minutes and noted that he was using a Pulse Induction detector. 


He soon noticed that I was following and observing him. He stopped hunting, took off his headset and 
asked if he could help me with something. I introduced myself, told why I had been watching him and 
asked if he could give me some pointers on beach hunting. He said he would be happy to do so and we 
talked for about 30 minutes. The following is a summary of the things he told me: 

1. The best time to hunt is right after a storm. That is why he was on the beach that day. He said the 
hunting was usually very productive for the first few days after most good storms but would taper 
off as each day went by until you would find very few good targets. 

2. You need a good PI machine or at least one with a saltwater mode such as the Fisher CZ6a or 
CZ20. He explained there is a lot of black sand on that beach which causes most detectors to be 
very unstable. I told him I had brought my CZ6a with me and would try it. 


3; You need a good sand scoop with at least a 15-inch handle to dig for the targets. I told him I did 
not have one but would get one. 

4. You dig all targets that have any indication at all of being something other than iron because gold 
jewelry can range anywhere from tin foil to silver depending on size and composition. 

5. Most of the targets you dig will be small pieces of iron, pull-tabs, lead fishing sinkers, and small 
pieces of metal trash. Most of these will be crusted with black sand and salt. 

6. Most of the coins you dig will be modern coins and these will be crusted with black sand and salt, 


especially the zinc pennies. He told me that occasionally, after a really big storm removes most of 
the sand from the beach, you find silver coins. 

7. Silver coins and jewelry, which have been lost for any length of time, will be black. 

8. Gold will come out of the sand looking almost like it does in the jewelry store counter. He thinks 
this is because gold does not corrode and the action of the surf and sand polish it. He said you will 
be finding coins, silver jewelry, lead fishing sinkers, etc. but no gold. Then when you think it will 
never happen, a gold ring appears in your scoop. He said he had not found any gold for about two 
weeks. 

9. The best time each day to hunt is during low tide. There is more beach exposed and more area to 
hunt. 





It was about 5.30pm when I returned to the condo and told my wife about my visit with the treasure hunter. 
We determined that it was too late that day to locate a store with treasure hunting supplies so we waited 
until Monday to find one and buy me a sand scoop. It had stormed again on Sunday and I was ready to hit 
the beach on Monday afternoon when we returned from buying the sand scoop. However, low tidehad 
passed for the day and the water was almost up to the large rocks which had been placed all along the beach 
to keep the surf from washing beach houses away. We spent the rest of the afternoon planning what we 
were going to do over the remainder of the month and scheduling time for me to metal detect on the beach. 
Members of our family were scheduled to stay with us at the condo for 3 to 4 days over the next two 
weekends and my wife had an agenda of places she would like to visit in San Diego and Hollywood. 
During the remaining time at the condo, I was able to hunt the beach about 15 days for 2 to 3 hours per day 
during low tide. I estimate my actual hunting time was between 40 and 45 hours. 


For the first three days I hunted, I found lots of new coins, lead fishing sinkers, and trash. I found one 
foreign coin, a 1996 Canadian two-dollar bimetal. I found two silver rings but no gold. I was getting 
discouraged, wondering if I would ever see the flash of gold. I tried to console myself by thinking of the 
old saying, “even a blind squirrel finds an acorn once in a while”. 


On the fourth day out, I was hunting a pattern from the water'to the rocks and finding the usual targets. I 
was finding most of the coins in an area about half way between the water and the rocks. I began to 
wonder if it was worth covering the areas not producing signals but decided to stay with my pattern as I had 
found one more silver ring. Then it happened. I was about three feet from the rocks and got a signal that 
registered foil on the meter. I took out a couple of scoops of sand and checked the hole. The signal was 
still in the hole. As I removed the third scoop of sand I looked in the bottom of the hole and there was a 
bundle of rings gleaming gold. I thought it must be recently lost costume jewelry because there were 
several rings held together with a strap. I removed the rings from the hole and brushed the sand off. There 
were six rings. As I examined them more closely, | could see something stamped on the strap. I looked at 
the strap through my loupe and could see 14k. I had found my first gold. Just like the treasure hunter I 
had met on the first day said, gold comes out of the sand gleaming like you see it in the jewelry store 
showcase. 


Finding gold rejuvenated my desire to continue detecting. Over the next ten or eleven days I searched the 
beach I found the following: 

1) 216 U. S. Pennies; 

2) 38 U. S. Nickels; 

3) 47 U.S. Dimes; 

4) 33 U. S. Quarters; 


5) 3 foreign coins — the Canadian $2.00 mentioned above, a 1998 Mexican 10 peso bimetal, and a 
1987 British twenty pence; 

6) 10 pieces of silver jewelry — seven rings, one heart locket, one St. Christopher medal, and an 18- 
inch chain — all of the jewelry was marked 925 or sterling; and 

7) 9 gold rings — six tied together with a small strap, one plain gold band, one gold band with a 20 


point diamond, and one small ring with a cat face and two small diamonds for eyes — all of the 
rings were stamped 14k. 


I don’t know whether this is beginners luck or a typical 40 hours at a California beach but I intend to go 
back next year and try again. I already have the condo rented for a month.
